Soviet Russia is using every 
possible device to undermine our 
way of life and our freedom in 
the “to-death” struggle

“Their agents 
are experts in infiltrating the 
schools and industrial plants to 
preach wrong theories.”

Mr. Roberts is charged with 
embezzlement of postage warrant» 
amounting to $510 in one indict­ 
ment, and charged with larceny 
and embezzlement in a second 
indictment in connection with 
money withheld from the Beaver 
Rural school district in the sale 
of gas ranges and an electric re­ 
frigerator, in the sum of $506. 
Mr. Roberts is jointly charged 
in a third indictment with Mr. 
Huston, with the unlawful con­ 
spiracy to defraud the Beaver 
Rural school district of $40, al­ 
leged payment for cafeteria serv­ 
ices rendered by Mr. Huston'» 
daughter, Betty, in which jn ar- 
rants were allegedly cashed by 
Mr. Huston. The latter is an East 
Liverpool bank teller. 
The grand jury investigation 
followed a report of a state exam­ 
iner in which findings were re­ 
turned against Mr. Roberts as 
county superintendent of school», 
and against Mr. Huston as clerk 
of the school board.

the airlift itself was a remarkable demo nstratio n 
o f determinatio n no t to be blu ffed o u t by a g o v ­ 
ernment which specializes in dig g ing sharp elbo ws 
into the ribs o f ev ery independent g o v ernment o n 
earth. 


Rent Control 
rpHE g rand strateg y o f the co ng ressmen who 
sidestep the natio nwide rent-co ntro l issu e by 
au tho rizing lo cal deco ntro l a y ear ag o is beg inning 
to click. 
Dismissal no tices to 1,100 wo rkers, anno u nced 
by the Office o f the Ho u sing Ex pediter in Wash­ 
ing to n, are ex plained as being cau sed fo r the mo st 
part by the beg inning o f state rent co ntro l in New 
Yqrk o n May 1. New Yo rk is o ne o f six states 
taking o v er respo nsibility fo r rent co ntro l fro m 
the federal g o v ernment. Two hu ndred and fo rty - 
six cities hav e deco ntro lled rents thro u g h mu ni­ 
cipal actio n. The Office o f the Federal Ho u sing 
Ex pediter has remo v ed co ntro ls in 5 17 o ther lo cal­ 
ities. Tho u g h mo st city dwellers in the United 
States are still u nder rent co ntro l, at least 25 mill­ 
io n perso ns fo rmerly affected by rent co ntro l are 
no w in deco ntro lled areas and sho wing no ill 
effects. 
The key qu estio n in federal rent co ntro l al- 
way has been whether o r no t it wo u ld be po ssible 
to terminate it Many believ ed it wo u ld be as 
difficu lt as to do away with ag ricu ltu ral su bsidies, 
fo r ex ample—and no o ne kno ws ho w that ev er can 
be do ne. Bu t when lo cal deco ntro l was au tho r­ 
ized, that became the way o u t. Federal co ntro ls 
hav e been dro pped o n appro x imately 4.000,000 
rental u nits in the last y ear. WThen Co ng ress de­ 
cides what to do abo u t co ntinu ing the present law 
bey o nd its ex piratio n date o n Ju ne 30, it will be 
aware that the trend is away fro m rent co ntro l, 
no t to ward it. 


Lumps Or Leaders? 
"f\N E PERSON with a belief,” wro te Jo hn Stu art 
^ Mill, “is a po wer equ al to 99 who hav e o nly 
interests.” 
Lester Markel wro te abo u t so me o f the ram­ 
ificatio ns o f this idea in the United States last 
Su nday in the New Yo rk Times mag azine. Bu t 
his emphasis was o n the handicap which perso ns 
with no beliefs co nstitu te in a g o v ernment bu ilt 
o n po pu lar so v ereig nty . 
In Washing to n, he repo rts, there are distu rb­ 
ing repo rts that o nly abo u t three o u t o f ev ery 
ten v o ters—perhaps no t ev en ’that 
many —ev en 
kno w what’s g o ing o n. The o thers lack no t o nly 
beliefs bu t info rmatio n o n which beliefs mig ht 


be fo u nd. Markel su g g ests that the press, radio , 
telev isio n and pu blic o fficials sho u ld learn ho w 
to do a better jo b o f keeping the peo ple info rmed. 
Witho u t kno wing whether o r no t he has co n­ 
sidered it, no o ne familiar with the jo b already 
being do ne can be o bliv io u s o f o ne element in it 
mo re baffling than all o thers. It is the failu re 
o f Americans to take adv antag e o f the info rma­ 
tio n they hav e. It is their refu sal to drink when 
they are led to water. It is the apathy that keeps 
them fro m wanting to kno w, in the v ernacu lar o f 
spo rts, “what the sco re is.” It is the indifference 
to ev ery thing bu t their o wn 
narro w interests 
which threatens to make millio ns o f them as u se­ 
less in a representativ e demo cracy as so many 
lu mps o f pro to plasm, witho u t info rmatio n, witho u t 
cu rio sity and witho u t eno u g h spirit to want to 
su rmo u nt their fatal handicap. 


Unsolicited Help 
rpHE $15 0,000 which apparently is the limit o f 
what will be so u g ht fo r a senato rial inv esti­ 
g atio n o f crime sy ndicates o perating in interstate 
co mmerce is peanu ts, as co ng ressio nal au tho riza­ 
tio ns g o . Bu t this is o ne field o f inv estig atio n in 
which u nso licited help will be o ffered in u nlimit­ 
ed amo u nts. 
A g ro u p o f newspapers already repo rting o n 
resu lts o f an u no fficial inv estig atio n will co ntinu e 
to be bu sy in this fru itfu l field o f news. Becau se 
larg e-scale crime is nearly alway s asso ciated with 
po litics in so me deg ree, inv estig ato rs can depend 
o n plenty o f help fro m v ario u s po litical so u rces. 
The senato rial inv estig ato rs may be able to g et 
fcjy o n a minimu m bu dg et by u sing info rmatio n al­ 
ready assembled, by drawing o n info rmatio n co ll­ 
ected by the Federal Bu reau o f Inv estig atio n and 
by o btaining a few key witnesses who can sketch 
the o u tlines o f the o rg anized crime pictu re with­ 
o u t needing to carry o n ex tensiv e research. 
It sho u ld be bo rne in mind that the pu rpo se o f 
the inv estig atio n, whatev er may be its by pro du cts, 
is to assemble info rmatio n. The info rmatio n will 
shed lig ht o n pro spectiv e federal leg islatio n to 
co ntro l o rg anized crime, particu larly o rg anized 
g ambling , which is the prime so u rce o f fu nds u sed 
to -co rru pt pu blic o fficials. 
There will be u nav o idable po litical repercu ss­ 
io ns, bu t it’s u nlikely they can be co nfined to 
either majo r party . Org anized crime in the United 
States canno t affo rd to be partisan.

As u su al 
ne o f his chief riv als was Geo rg e 
o rth, an o lder trapper.

TO SKIN A mu skrat y o u first 


g o o u t o n the marshes and catch 
o ne with a steel trap, and to an 
o u tsider this lo o ks like the easiest 
part o f the who le thing . 
The skinning can be do ne in 
two way s. Insley is a lap skinner, 
who wo rks seated with the mu sk­ 
rat between his knees. No rth ?s 
a fo o t skinner. He skins with o ne 
knee o n the flo o r and o ne fo o t 
o n the mu skrat’s tail. 
In either case 
incisio ns 
are 
j made at the base o f the animal’s 
¡tail. He is then shu cked inside 
o u t and separated fro m his pelt 
by a series o f rapid knife slices, 
any o ne o f which co u ld take o ff 


j the trapper’s fing er. And the pelts 
mu st be remo v ed in marketable 
¡co nditio n. They g o into fu r co ats. 
Insley do esn’t think fiv e mu sk- 
] rats are eno u g h to sho w what the 
co ntestants really can do . 
“I like to skin 25 ,” he said. 
“That way y o u can g et a hand

“I can skin 1,000 in ten ho u rs— 
and smo ke a few cig arets do ing 
it, to o .” 
Insley has been g o ing o u t to 
the marshes, the brackish waste­ 
lands that v eg etarian mu skrats 
lo v e, since he was 13. 
In a sing le 7 4-day seaso n he 
o nce trapped 2,900 mu skrats, o r 
abo u t 40 a day . He wo rks o n a 


share-alike basis with the o wner 
o f the marshland. 


“I SHOULD HAVE had a piece 
o f marsh my self,” he said a little 
wistfu lly . He farms and do es day 
labo r o u t o f trapping seaso n. 
In his lifetime he has seen the 
pelts sell fro m fo rty cents to 
$4.00 o r mo re. 
“I’v e made as mu ch as $1,8 00 
in a seaso n,” he said. “Bu t I’ll be 
lu cky if I clear $5 0 this y ear.” 
Go o d pelts no w fetch abo u t 
$1.25 . And the skinned mu skrat 
carcass sells fo r 40 to 5 0 cents. 
They are listed o n the menu s 
hereabo u t as “marsh rabbits.” 
“Man, they ’re g o o d eating ,” ex ­ 
claimed Insley , “g o o d as black 
du ck. Yo i^can fry ’em, o r po t ’em 
—ju st like chicken.” 
^Steady 
trapping 
and an in­ 
crease o f prey ing natu ral enem­ 
ies—o wls and racco o ns—hav e cu t 
do wn the mu skrat po pu latio n. 
“So far I’v e o nly taken abo u t 
100,” said Insley wry ly . “I think 
I’ll sto p ’ratting after this y ear. 
Man, it is pretty hard to trample 
the marshes all day lo ng .” 
His neig hbo rs take this de­ 
claratio n with a g rain o f marsh 
salt, ho wev er. They feel su re In­ 
sley will be o u t there trampling 
as lo ng as there is a mu skrat still 
u nskinned.

THERE IS literally no limit to 
the inv estig ating po wers o f a 
co ng ressio nal co mmittee, and the 
Su preme co u rt o f the United 
States has said so plainly . That’s 
been co nstitu tio nal law fo r a 
lo ng time—y et no bo dy ev idently 
to ld the Ho lly wo o d film writers 
abo u t it. 
There are, o f co u rse, adv entu r­ 
o u s spirits who try to challeng e 
o ld co u rt decisio ns in the v ag u e 
ho pe that these precedents may 
be o v ertu rned. Su ch an attempt 
mig ht acco u nt fo r a lo ne case 
no w and then, bu t the ev ident de­

New 'Unknown Soldier' 
To Be Enshrined 
WASHINGTON, 
Ap ril

(AP)—An American serv iceman 
resting in an unmarked g rav e 
somewhere ov erseas will be p ick­ 
ed nex t y ear to be entombed in 
Arling ton National Cemetery as 
the “Unknown Soldier” of World 
War II. 
He may be a soldier, sailor, Ma­ 
rine, coastg uardsman or airman, 
white or Neg ro, Protestant, Cath­ 
olic or Jew. But he must be one 


of the 8 ,000 unidentifiable Am­ 
erican dead of the last war —• 
buried now on foreig n soil. 
The final selection will be made 
ft Indep endence Hall in Phila- 
delp hia on the morning of May 
26, 195 1. The body , to be p icked 
from among six , will be enshrin­ 
ed beside the remains of the un­ 
known soldier of World War I, as 
ordered by Cong ress. 
Elaborate p recautions will be 
taken to insure that the unknown 
serv iceman of World War II is 
actually unidentifiable.

Soccer and hockey are 
now 
the only games wherein the em­ 
phasis is on defense. 
Most all football rule changes 
and innovations of the past few 
y ears have been aimed at aiding 
the offense. Scores are more than 
double those of 10 y ears ago.

Convict Asks Courts 
Help On Technicality 
COLUMBUS, April 13—(AP) 
—Jo hn Mo relli, serv ing life in 
Ohio penitentiary fo r his part in 
a Yo u ngsto wn ro bbery attempt, 
asked the state su preme co u rt 
to help speed his fight fo r free­ 
do m. 
Mo relli asked the high co u rt in 
a mandamu s su it to requ ire the 
seco nd district appellate co u rt 
here to co nsider his habeas co r­ 
pu s actio n filed last Jan. 5. Mo ­ 
relli claimed he was sentenced 
illegally and sho u ld be released, 
the appellate co u rt o riginally de­ 
cided to hear the case March 25 
bu t co ntinu ed it to May 9 . 
Mo relli entered the peniten­ 
tiary Sept. 24, 19 47, to serv e co n­ 
cu rrent sentences o f entering a 
bank to co mmit a felo ny and as­ 
sau lt to ro b. He was co nv icted 
o f try ing to ro b a messenger fo r 
the Yo u ngsto wn Mu nicipal rail­ 
way o f mo re than $12,000 March 
2, 1947. 
The messenger was abo u t 
to 
pu t the mo ney in the night de­ 
po sito ry o f the Maho ning Natio n­ 
al Bank when the ro bbery was 
attempted. Mo relli co ntended the 
episo de o ccu rred in the bank lo b­ 
by , that he did no t enter that 
bank and thu s sho u ld hav e been 
charged with ro bbery .
